Hitting the Books

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Roca May Be Reading Your e-Mail 
CDC Employees Make Allegations

Top administrators in UNO’s 
Computing and Data Communica- 
tions department (CDC) have been 
reading students’ electronic ‘mail 
messages on UNO’s Campus Wide 
Information System (CWIS), say 
sources within the department. 

Several CDC employees have 
accused top-level management in 
the department of unethical and po- 
tentially unlawful privacy breeches, 


including accessing and reading us- 


ers’ private e-mail and releasing 


personal student information in vio- 
lation of the Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act. 

CDC Director Richard Snowden 
vehemently denied that his depart- 
ment is involved in any wrongdo- 
ing, but at least one current em- 
ployee disagreed. - 

“Lloyd Hasche (assistant direc- 
tor of academic computing) ‘re- 
quested that I or Mike McMahon 
open and print a user’s e-mail,” said 
Matt Heys, a technical specialist at 
CDC. “He did this without a warrant 
or the user’s prior consent.” 

McMahon said Hasche suspected

that a high school student had ob- 
tained the CWIS password ofa friend 
or sibling at UNO and was sending 
sexually harassing mail to other stu- 
dents. In late 1992, Hasche asked 
them to access the student’s e-mail 
to determine whether his suspicions 
were cortect. 

“We refused,” Heys said, “I told 
him I'd consider it if he had a war- 
rant in his pocket and a badge in his 
hand.” 

Both Heys and McMahon said 
they felt the request was a violation 
of the 1986 Electronic Communica- 
tions Privacy Act which extended 
Fourth Amendment protection to 
electronic communications. 

Hasche did not specifically re-

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Dundee Theater 
Safe for Moment

In the past several months, the Dundee 
Theater has almost been sold, torn down and 
made into a landmark. What will happen 
next to the 69-year-old theater? 

Owner Dennis Moran has no plans to sell - 
it. Moran also owns the adjoining Mainstreet 
Movies and the Dundee Dell, a traditional 
UNO hangout. 

“] don’t have it on the market,” he said, 
“but if somebody came and made me an offer 
I couldn’t refuse, I’d have to look at it.” 

The Omaha City Council recently consid- 
ered an ordinance that would have made the 
city’s last single screen theater a landmark. 
Last Tuesday, however, they voted to put the 
ordinance on file, killing the idea. 

Instead council members said they would 
consider adding the building to a neighbor- 
hood conservation district. The plan would 
preserve the character of the neighborhood 
without offering specific protection to the 
theater. 

Tessa Schultz, a UNO student and a former 
Dundee resident, is disappointed with the 
council’s decision. 

“The theater is a focus point of Dundee. 
It’s historic for Omaha,” she said. “If it’s not 
a landmark by the city standards, it certainly 
is by the residents’ standards.” 

While the City Planning Board and Land- 
marks Heritage Preservation Commission 
fought for the landmark designation, Moran 
fought against it. 

“With the landmark designation, youcan’t 


make any changes without going before a 
board,” he said. “It handicaps you. There’s 
no benefit to being a landmark, it’s more of 
a weight around your neck.” 

Moran recently invested $60,000 in the

“It’s the only theater in Nebraska or Iowa 


‘with Dolby Stereo Digital,” he said. 


“This is the kind of thing I would have to 
present to a board before doing under the 


- Jandmark status.” 


Moran talked about the possibility of put- 
ting a 180-seat cameo theater in the Mainstreet 
Movies video store adjoining the theater. He 
also said he’s considering changing loca- 
tions. 

“We were approached to move the theater 
to Ak-Sar-Ben where they’re putting in an

arts and entertainment center. That would be 
an option.” 

Moran emphasized that no plans are be- 
ing made, and he’s just keeping his mind 
open to opportunity. 

“If I ever sold the theater, I would make 
sure that whoever moved in is keeping with 
the neighborhood,” he said. 

Moran said the theater doesn’t make much 
of a profit, a reason he’s considering chang- 
ing locations, 

“Tf Ihad to live off the theater, I’d starve.” 

He said the only profit that is made goes 
right back into the theater. 

Why then has he been operating the the- 
ater for 13 years? 

“My wife and I love it,” he said. “We love 
the theater and we love the neighborhood. 


Lack of Attendance Leaves Budget for Later

The Student Senate didn’t have enough 
senators in attendance March 17 to vote on 
next year’s student activities budget. 

When Senate Speaker Justin Peterson called 
the meeting to order at 6 p.m., there were 
seven senators present, not enough to con- 
tinue the meeting. He said he had taken the 
names of those who attended, and they 
wouldn’t be penalized. He then adjourned the 
meeting. 

At the last senate meeting, Peterson said he 
was tired of waiting 15 or 20 minutes for 
everyone to show up. He said if there weren’t 
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enough senators present at exactly 6 p.m. to 
vote on the budget, he would adjourn the 
meeting and the budget would wait until the 
next meeting. 

The budget is important, Peterson said, and — 
it has to be voted on soon so Richard Hoover, 
vice chancellor for educational and student 
services, can have time to approve it. 

Several senators arrived late and were sur- 
prised to find the meeting had already been 
adjourned. 

“T couldn’t back down,” Peterson said. “I 
did what I said I'd do.” 

Director of Student Organizations and Lead- 
ership Development Terry Forman speculated 
that St. Patrick’s Day, spring break and the 
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Nebraska basketball game were reasons for 
the senators’ low turn-out. 

Rumors about the shortage of senators 
were floating around before the meeting, 
Forman said. He also said most senators knew 
it wasn’t mandatory that the budget be voted 
on that night. 

Peterson probably should have waited a 
little longer to adjourn the meeting, Forman 
said. 

Student President/Regent Matt Schulz 
agreed the coming spring break and the basket- 
ball game may have distracted the senators. 

The budget needs to be passed, Schulz 
said, but it can be done at this Thursday's 
meeting.

Just when Rob’s 
humor seemed to reach its lowest, he dug 
deeper into his bag of smut. 

“TI like’ molesting small children. You 
know, like Michael Jackson. We like that 
kind of stuff out here in California.” 

That’s sure impressive. Why don’t they 
make it the state motto. 

There was nothing funny about the child 
molestation or the following sexist com- 
ments. The rest of his material brought on 
looks of annoyance and calls for “check 
please.” Rob finished his act by suggesting 
to the waitress that the women each be given 
a T-shirt — extra small — to parade around 
the table in. 

After finally leaving the restaurant, our

Although none of Rob’s comments never 
really pertained to me, I felt offended by the 
constant berating he gave these fine women.

.that,” Hasche said. “It has been specific 
incidents where we’ve been asked by law 
enforcement to take a look at something that 
has occurred.” 

Sgt. William Muldoon, spokesperson for 
the Omaha police department, said he didn’t 
know of any cases where police investigators 
have asked CDC to provide e-mail documen- 
tation. Campus Security Manager Charles 
Swank said it was possible that CDC has 
helped with harassment cases in the past, but 
could not recall any instances where it had 
actually happened. 

Snowden said he was comfortable that 
administrators had stayed within the law when 
conducting e-mail searches and stressed, “We 

* don’t initiate actions on our own, we do it 
through security.” Snowden said CDC has 
worked closely with Rick Hancock of Cam- 
pus Security, however when Hancock was 
contacted, he said he did not remember any 
instances where student e-mail was requested 
in harassment complaints. 

- Snowden said a Nebraska law (Chapter 86- 
703) requiring an application be made in dis- 
trict court “for an order authorizing or approv- 
ing the interception” of electronic communi- 
cations, did not apply to suspected cases of 
harassment at UNO. 

“We're not bringing them to trial. We’re 
not doing anything to them. We’ re just trying 
to stop them from harassing people or provid- 
ing other people with unkind or critical com- 
ments over the network we are supposed to be 
managing,” he said. For non-criminal com- 
plaints, Snowden said that rather than obtain- 
ing a court order, it was appropriate that 
Campus Security and Educational and Stu- 
dent Services should determine what consti- 
tutes harassment. ; 

“We absolutely respect privacy,” Hasche 
said, adding, “There are a few formeremploy- 
ees who are still looking for reasons to dis- 
credit the organization.” 

Heys is currently UNO’s Student Employee 
of the Year and is employed by CDC. 


McMahon no longer works for the depart- 
ment. 

McMahon and Heys are responsible for 
creating and developing CWIS, which they 
co-managed until last spring when both re- 
signed from the CWIS project, citing philo- 
sophical differences with CDC administra- 
tive policy. 


‘Top Administrators Involved’ 


Other sources within the department have 
provided information suggesting there have 


‘been other incidents in which e-mail has 


been read without the user’s permission. 

Of eight current and former CDC em- 
ployees contacted, four alleged that they 
had either witnessed administrators reading 
e-mail or had been asked to read e-mail 
messages and report the results. Two em- 
ployees said they had second-hand knowl- 
edge of such activity and only two said they 
knew of no incidents where private e-mail 
was read, 

“It has been done by administrators them- 
selves,” said one source connected with 
CDC. “I don’t know of any cases where 
students were asked to do it, but I do know 
that administrators, top administrators them- 
selves, have actually read students’ e-mail. 

“Tt’s evergoing and it will never end.” 

_In all, this source claims to have wit- 
nessed three separate incidents where stu- 
dent e-mail was searched and read. The 


‘source would not name any CDC adminis- 


trators specifically, but said they were man- 
agement on the highest level. 

The reasons for the searches varied, the 
source said. 

“In some cases there were harassment 
questions. In others, I don’t know what the 
reasons would be.” 

Snowden said he found it hard to believe 
that administrators would search e-mail for 
no particular reason. 

“I just don’t believe that these kinds of 


things are being done, but if they are, I'll 
surely try to dig into it and find out what’s 
happening,” he said. 

The fact that several of the alleged inci- 
dents involved suspected harassment does 
not give administrators the right to search e- 
mail, said Mike Godwin, legal services coun- 
sel for the Electronic Frontier Foundation, a 
Washington, D.C. based organization de- 
voted to protecting the civil liberties of the 
online community. 


‘Harrassment No Excuse’ 


“This sounds like a violation of the Elec- 
tronic Communications Privacy Act (ECPA) 
to me,” Godwin said. 

The ECPA provides in part that “any per- 
son who intentionally intercepts, endeavors to 
intercept or procures any other person to inter- 
cept or endeavor to intercept any wire, oral or 
electronic communication” shall be fined or 
imprisoned. 

Nebraska has a similar law in the books, 
Chapter 28-1343 of the Statutes of the State of 
Nebraska. The law is cited in CDC’s code of 
conduct statement. 

Omaha attorney Mike Riddle said it is still 
unclear whether the ECPA applies to univer- 
sity computing networks, since there have 
been few, if any, court cases dealing with that 
question. 

“But, if I were their counsel, I’d advise 
them not to do it,” Riddle said, “If it’s inad- 
vertent, that’s one thing. If they’re making a 
habit of it, that’s another. 

“Since a public university is funded by the 
government, students are probably covered 
by the Fourth Amendment and comparable 
Nebraska law against unreasonable search 
and seizure.” 


Other Privacy Violations 


In another incident related to student pri- 
vacy, Snowden was found guilty earlier this 


month by UNO’s Professional Conduct Com- 
mittee of violating the Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA), more com- 
monly known as the Buckley Amendment. 

The Buckley Amendment prohibits public 
universities from releasing personal student 
information, including grades, without autho- 
rization. Universities that fail to comply with 
the Buckley Amendment risk losing federal 
funding. 

The complaint was filed by McMahon who 
said Snowden obtained his grades from Ca- 
reer Planning and Placement Services and. 
shared the information with several depart- 
ment members. 

“Treadily admit that I discussed Michael S. 
McMahon’s (grades) with Warren Benson 
(associate director), Lloyd Hasche and Steve 
Lendt (data communications manager),” 
Snowden stated at a Professional Conduct 
Committee hearing held Feb. 20, 

Snowden said he discussed McMahon’s 
grades out of concern that McMahon was 
working too many hours. He added that he 
does not feel he put the university in jeopardy 
since the law requires that an educational 
institution display a policy of routine disre- 
gard for student privacy before funding would 
be withheld. 

The committee’s March 3 report found that 
Snowden had violated the Buckley Amend- 
ment, concluding that, “Richard M. Snowden 
individually and in his role as an upper-level 
administrator, did commit an act of profes- 
sional misconduct by releasing confidential 
information about Michael S. McMahon’s 
grades, without written authorization from 
Mr. McMahon.” 

The committee recommended that a letter 
of reprimand be placed in Snowden’s person- 
nel file. 

Snowden declined to comment on whether 
he felt the committee’s findings were appro- 
priate. 

“That’s not for me or you to decide,” he 
said. “As for the e-mail, we do not violate the 
privacy rights of people here for any reason.” 
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ae “In commercial art, you’ re selling some- 
ning. Why should [ try to sell something if 
B i ‘don’t approve it,” he said. 

ea After leaving Metropolitan, Guerrero 
eerved in the U.S. Army for four years, 
then went to Florida “to be a bum,” he said. 
a “Actually, I was painting T-shirts, but 
at’s the same thing.” 

; Guerrero came to UNO in 1991 and 
immediately became more interested in 
Sculpture because the professors “gave me 
the freedom to do what I wanted to do in 
sculpturing.” 

Immediately, Guerrero began winning 
awards for his sculptures, as well as appearing 
in numerous art shows. His work has not gone 
‘unnoticed around the country, as schools such 
‘as the University of Maryland on the East 
‘Coast to Washington State University on the 
‘West Coasthave accepted him into their gradu- 
‘ate schools to continue his training.

“It’s best to go somewhere else to gradu- 
ate school. For example, living here in the 
Midwest, it’s best to go either to the East 
Coast or the West Coast,” Guerrero said. 
“It looks better on your resumé.” 

UNO does not offer a graduate studies 
program in sculpture, he added.

Legislature Allocates Funds 


The Nebraska State Legislature is re- 
quiring the University of Nebraska system 
to provide $200,000 to hire four new fac- 
ulty members to teach engineering courses 
at UNO. 

The money will come from a central 
administration savings fund, said Sen. Brad 
Ashford, co-sponsor of the budget amend- 
ment requiring the NU system to use the 
money. The amendment passed the legisla- 
ture Wednesday by a vote of 28-0. 

“Undernocircumstances will the money 
come from UNO,” Ashford said. 

Ashford said the $1.2 million UNO re- 
ceives for its current faculty salaries is 
“very precious.” He added that he would 
never allow that money be used to hire 
additional faculty members at the expense 
of current faculty.
